FARM LANDS IN 


STATE DECREASE 


Washington.—Value 
of 
Pennsyl- 


vania farm land decreased approxi- 
mately $150,000,000 in value between 
1920 and 1925 results in the 1925 
Federal farm census, announced to- 
day, showed. Within this period the 
value of farm 
buildings increased 


$16,000,000. 


The census showed that the total 


value of the land and buildings of 
Pennsylvania's 
200,420 farms 
was 


placed at 
$1,176,557,548 
compared 


with $1,326,752,028 in 1920. The value 
of farm buildings was placed at $616,- 
796,204 this year, an average of $5,- 
871 to the farm, while the total farm 
value was estimated at $559,861,344, 
an average of $72.20 an acre. 


Although the census showed that 


there were 1,830 less farm's in Penn- 
sylvania in 1925 than in 1920, it also 
revealed that 10,176 moie farms now 
are operated by their owners than five 
years ago. 
Land, contained in the 


state's farms totaled 16,298,275 acres, 
an average of 81.3 acres to the farm.

fences immediately to prevent drifts. 


The mileage, on the snow removal 


program for this winter is the larg- 
est which the department has ever 
undertaken to keep open to winter 
traffic. 


"There will be no excuses 
this 


winter f ou not keeping the roads open 
for travel at all times," Connell's in- 
structions stated. 
"We will expect 


that each one will'do his part." 


The department is to be notified 


at /once'ty telegram whenever a road 
is closed by the snow, so that the pub- 
lic may be warned, the instructions 
read. 
As soon as the road is open- 


ed, either for one-way or two-way 
traffic, another report is to be made.

Reading.—Tbe 175th anniversary of 


th" founding of Berks county is to be 
celebrated for although this anniver- 
•>nrv will not occur until March 11, 
J927, plans for its observance already 
aie being dibcussed. Like%vise, it also 
is planned to commemorate the anni- 
versaries of a number of the county's 
institutions within the next several 
years. 


Berks is the iev'enth oldest county 


in Pennsylvania and one of the eleven 
which took part in the Revolutionary 
War. 
Originally the county con- 


tained about one-tenth of the entire 
area of Penn'p Province extending to 
the Xew York state line and embrac- 
'ng approximately one-half of the an- 
thiacite coal fields. The teiritoiy. 
taken from Berks county at various 
time-; •went to make up, wholly or in 
fait, twelve other counties.

the oldest township m Berks county, 
will observe its 22.3th anniversary.

Of Former General 


Reading.—The territory included in 


the Berks county poor farm was the 
home of General Thomas Mifflin dur- 
ing tlie Revolutionary War, historical 
records b>onght Cto light here show. 
The rec<*rds contain an account of a 
visit by'John Penn, accompanied by 
Judge James Biddle, to the Mifflin 
home. 


"The General and Mrs. Mifflin re- 


ceived us in a neat farm house, and 
being very early themselves provided 
a second Breakfast for us, although 
it was only half past seven," Penn 
wrote,* 
"Afterwards, 
he took 
us 


around to show us some of his im- 
provements, and I rode with him to 
various points of view, which com- 
manded the town of Reading and the 
circumjacent hills and valleys.

General with agreeable frankness and 
affability pressed us to stay to an 
early dinner, to which we sat down 
at one o'clock. Then I mounted my 
horse and came into the Carlisle road, 
about three miles off, -at Sinking 
Springs."

Night Express Is Derailed Ten 


Miles West of Altoona; Re- 


lief Train Rushes to 


Scene. 


(By Associated Press.) 


Altoona, Dec. 21.—Eight passengers 


and two trainmen were injured, live 
seriously, when the Philadelphia night 
express of 
the 
Pennsylvania rail- 


hoad, eastbound, was derailed at an 
isolated spot 
in the 
mountain ten 


miles west of here early Saturday. 


The train had started down the 


deep grade toward Altoona when the 
locomotive left the rail, dragging the 
entire train of three sleepers, two 
coaches, two express cars and a com- 
bination car after it. 
The engine 


turned over while the cars tilted on 
their side. 


A relief 
train 
carrying doctors, 


nurses, .and railroad workers was 
rushed to the scene from Altoona. The 
injured and other 
passengers were 


placed aboard- and brought to Al- 
toona. Five of those suffering slight 
hurts were discharged from an Al- 
toona hospital and with they other 
passengers continued their journey. 


The derailed cars blocked all traffic 


which was re-routed. An immediate 
investigation was ordered as to the 
cause of the accident. Reports at the 
scene were to the effect that the lo- 
comotive picked a switch throwing it 
from the rail. 


The point where the derailment oc- 


curred was the route of a run-away 
accident several weeks ago.* A long 
freight train got beyond control on 
this grade and crashed after running 
wild down the mountain.
